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Sir: 

I, Kenshin Kitoh, declare as follows: 

1. I have read and understood the specification and claims set forth in the above-identified patent 
application. 

2. I am a co-inventor in the above-identified application. 

3. I am a co-inventor in Japanese publication number 2000-149886. 

4. The two inventors in Japanese publication number 2000-149886 are myself and Teruhisa Kurokawa, 
who is also an inventor in the above-identified application. 

5. The listing of "Masanobu Kito" in the English-language translation of Japanese publication number 
2000-149886 prepared by JPO is an incorrect translation of my name. 

6. Teruhisa Kurokawa and I are co-inventors of the subject matter recited in original claim 2 of the 
present application. That is, Teruhisa Kurokawa and I together invented employing an insulator having a surface 
hardness of from 30 (durometer A) to 60 (durometer D) in a lithium secondary battery as recited in claim 1 of the 
present application, i.e., a lithium secondary battery comprising: 
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a case; 

an internal electrode body positioned inside the case, the internal electrode body comprising at least one 
positive electrode, at least one negative electrode and at least one separator interposed between the positive 
electrode and the negative electrode, the positive electrode and the negative electrode being electrically insulated 
from each other; 

at least one electrolyte contained inside the case; 

a first terminal electrically connected to the negative electrode; 

a second terminal electrically connected to the positive electrode; and 

at least one insulator positioned between the case and at least one of the first and second terminals, the 
insulator comprising ethylene-propylene rubber. 

7. Teruhisa Kurokawa and I are co-inventors of the subject matter recited in original claim 19 of the 
present application. That is, Teruhisa Kurokawa and I together invented employing an insulator having a surface 
hardness of from 30 (durometer A) to 60 (durometer D) in a lithium secondary battery as recited in claim 11 of the 
present application, i.e., a lithium secondary battery comprising: 

a body member; 

an internal electrode body positioned inside the body member, the internal electrode body comprising at 
least one positive electrode, at least one negative electrode and at least one separator interposed between the 
positive electrode and the negative electrode, the positive electrode and the negative electrode being electrically 
insulated from each other, 

at least one electrolyte contained inside the body member; 

a first terminal electrically connected to the negative electrode; 

a second terminal electrically connected to the positive electrode; 

at least one end cap; and 

at least one insulator positioned between the body member and the at least one end cap, the insulator 
comprising ethylene-propylene rubber.
